The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on the 2nd May, 
1961 : — 

*Bill No. 32 op 1961 

A Bill further to amend the Indian Railways Act, 1890. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Railways (Amendment) 
Act, 1961. 

5 (2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 

ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In section 3 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), clauses (14) and (17) shall be 
omitted. 

10 3. In section 27 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (3), for the words “one mile”, the words 
“one kilometre” shall be substituted; 

(b) in the proviso to sub-section (4),— 

(i) in clause (a), for the words “per maund”, the 

15 words, brackets and figures “per quintal (100 kilograms)” 

shall be substituted; 

(ii) in clause (h) , the word “mileage” occurring in two 

places shall be omitted. 

♦The President has, in pursuance of clauses (1) and ( 3 ) of article 117 of the Consti¬ 
tution of India, recommended to Lok Sabha the introduction and consideration of the 
Bill. 
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Amendment 4 . In section 47 of the principal Act,—

(3) The provisions of this section shall be without pre¬ 
judice to the claim or right which the person entitled to the 
goods may have against the railway administration under any 
other enactment for the time being in force.”.

Save as otherwise provided in this Act, a railway 
administration shall be responsible for the loss, destruction,

(a) act of God; 

(b) act of war; 

(c) act of public enemies; 

(d) arrest, restraint or seizure under legal process; 

(e) orders or restrictions imposed by tfie Central Gov- 20 
ernment or a State Government or any officer or authority 
subordinate to the Central Government or a State Govern¬ 
ment; 

(f) act or omission or negligence of the consignor or 
the consignee or the agent or servant of the consignor or 25 
the consignee; 

(g) natural deterioration or wastage in bulk or weight 
due to Inherent defect, quality or vice of the goods; 

(h) latent defects; 

(i) fire, explosion or any unforeseen risk; 30 

Provided that even where such loss, destruction, damage, 
deterioration or non-delivery is proved to have arisen from any 
one or more of the aforesaid causes, the railway administration 
shall not be relieved of its responsibility for the loss, destruc¬ 
tion, damage, deterioration or non-delivery unless the adminis- 35 
tration further proves that it has used reasonable foresight and 
care in the carriage of the animals or goods, 
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74. (1) When any animals or goods are tendered to a rail¬ 
way administration for carriage by railway and the railway 
administration provides for the carriage of such animals or goods 
either at the ordinary tariff rate (in this Act referred to as the 
railway risk rate) or in the alternative at a special reduced rate 
(in this Act referred to as the owner’s risk rate), the animals 
or goods shall be deemed to have been tendered to be carried at 
owner’s risk rate, unless the sender or his agent elects in writing 
to pay the railway risk rate. 

(2) Where the sender or his agent .elects in writing to pay 
the railway risk rate under sub-section ( 1 ), the railway 
administration shall issue a certificate to the consignor to that 
effect. 

(3) When any animals or goods are deemed to have been 
tendered to be carried, or are carried, at the owner’s risk rate, 
then, notwithstanding anything contained in section 73, the 
railway administration shall not be responsible for any loss, 
destruction, damage, deterioration or non-delivery, in transit, of 
such animals or goods, from whatever cause arising, except 
upon proof that such loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or 
non-delivery was due to negligence or misconduct on the part 
of the railway administration or of any of Its servants. 

75. A railway administration shall not be responsible for 
the loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or non-delivery of 
any luggage belonging to a passenger unless a railway servant 
has booked the luggage and given a receipt therefor and in the 
case of luggage which is carried by the passenger in his charge, 
unless it is also proved that the loss, destruction, damage or 
deterioration was duo to the negligence or misconduct on the 
part of the railway administration ox of any of its servants. 

75A. When any goods which, under ordinary circumstances, 
would be carried in co\*ered vehicles or vessels and would be 
liable to damage if carried otherwise, are, at the request of the 
sender or his agent recorded in the forwarding note, tendered 
for carriage by railway in open vehicles or vessels, the railway 
administration shall not be responsible for any destruction, dete¬ 
rioration or damage which may arise only by reason of the goods 
being so carried. 

76. A railway administration shall be responsible for loss, 
destruction, damage or deterioration of animals or goods proved 
by the owner to have been caused by delay or detention in 
their carriage unless the railway administration proves that the 
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delay or detention arose without negligence or misconduct on 
the part of the railway administration or of any of its servants. 

76A. Where, due to a cause beyond the control of a railway 
administration or due to congestion in the yard or other opera¬ 
tional reasons, animals or goods delivered to the railway admi- 
nistration to be carried by railway are carried over a route other 
than the route by which they are booked or the usual or custo¬ 
mary route, the railway administration shall not be deemed to 
have committed a breach of the contract of carriage by reason 
only of the deviation of route, 10 

76B. Where a railway administration to which animals or 
goods are delivered to be carried by railway delivers them in 
good faith to a person who produces the original railway receipt, 
the railway administration shall not be responsible on the 
ground that such person is not legally entitled thereto or that f5 
the endorsement on the railway receipt is forged or otherwise 
defective. [ j • • 

76C. In the case of goods to be delivered by a railway 
administration at a siding not belonging to the administration, 
the railway administration shall not be responsible for loss, des- 20 
traction, damage, deterioration or non-delivery of such goods, 
from whatever cause arising, after the wagon containing the 
goods has been placed at the point of interchange of wagons 
between the railway administration and the owner of the siding 
and the owner of the siding has been Informed in writing that 25 
the wagon has been so placed. 

76D. Where any animals or goods delivered to a railway 
administration to be carried by railway have been booked 
through over the railways of two or more railway administra¬ 
tions or over one or more railway administrations and one or more 3° 
transport systems not belonging to any railway administration, 
the person tendering the animals pr goods to the railway admi¬ 
nistration shall be deemed to have contracted with each one of the 
railway administrations or the owners of the transport systems 
concerned, as the case may be, that the provisions of this Chapter 35 
shall apply, so far as may be, in relation to the carriage of such 
animals or goods in the same manner and to the same extent 
as they would have applied if the animals or goods had been 
carried by the railway of only one railway administration: 

Provided that— 40 

(a) where there is a deviation in the route by which 

the animals or goods are to be carried, such deviation waa 
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due to a cause beyond the control of the railway adminis¬ 
tration, or the owner of the transport system concerned, as 
the case may be, or to congestion in the yard or other ope¬ 
rational reasons; 


(b) for the purpose of making the provisions of this 
Chapter relating to the carriage of animals or goods" at the 
owner’s risk rate applicable, the benefit of the railway risk 
rate and the owner’s risk ram was available in the alterna¬ 
tive to the sender on each of the railway administrations or 
transport systems concerned at the time of the delivery of 
the animals or goods to the railway administration for the 
purpose of carriage. 


76E. Where in the course of carriage of animals or goods Responsibi- 
from a place in India to a place outside India or from a place J^ W ay aId- 
outside India to a place in India or from one place outside India ministration 
to another place outside India or from one place in India to ano-'^JX ° f 
ther place in India over any territory outside India, the animals passing over 
or goods are carried over the railway of a railway administration, 
the railway administration shall not be responsible under any of railways in 
the provisions of this Chapter for loss, destruction, damage or countries, 
deterioration of the animals or goods, from whatever cause aris¬ 
ing, unless it is proved by the owner of the animals or goods that 
such loss, destruction, damage or deterioration arose on the rail¬ 
way of the railway administration. 


76F. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 74,— Burden of 

proving

whole of any package forming part of a consignment, carried ’nondelivery 
at owner’s risk rate is not delivered to the consignee and or pilferage 
such non-delivery is not proved by the railway administra- g^Xcurned 

tion to have been due to Are or to any accident to the train, at owner’s 
Qr risk rate. 


(b) where, in respect of any consignment of goods or 
of any package which had been so covered or protected that 
the covering or protection was not readily removable by 
hand, it is pointed out to the railway administration on or 
before delivery that any part of such consignment or 
package had been pilfered in transit, 


the railway administration shall be bound to disclose to the 
consignor how the consignment or the package was dealt with 
throughout the time it was in its possession or control, but if 
negligence or misconduct on the part of the railway adminis¬ 
tration or of any of its servants cannot be fairly inferred from 
such disclosure, the burden of proving such negligence or mis¬ 
conduct shall lie on the consignor. 
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77. (1) A railway administration shall be responsible as a 
bailee under sections 151, 152 and 161 of the Indian Contract Act, 
1872, for the loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or non¬ 
delivery of goods carried by railway within a period of thirty 
days after the termination of transit: 

'Provided that where the goods are carried at owner’s risk 
rate, the railway administration shall not be responsible for such 
loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or non-delivery except 
on proof of negligence or misconduct on the part of the railway 
administration or of any of its servants. 

(2) The railway administration shall not be responsible in 
any case for the loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or non¬ 
delivery of goods carried by railway, arising after the expiry 
of the period of thirty days after the termination of transit. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing 15 

provisions of this section, a railway administration shall not be 
responsible for the loss, destruction, damage, deterioration or non¬ 
delivery of the goods mentioned in the Second Schedule, animals 
and explosives and other dangerous goods carried by railway, 
after the termination of transit. 2 r 

(4) Nothing in the foregoing provisions of this section shall 

relieve the owner of animals or goods from liability to any 
demurrage or wharfage for so long as the animals or goods are 
not unloaded from the railway wagons or removed from the 
railway premises. 1 25 

(5) For the purposes of this Chapter,—- 

(a) unless otherwise previously determined, transit 
terminates on the expiry of the free time allowed (after the 
arrival of animals or goods at destination) for their unload¬ 
ing from railway wagons without payment of demurrage, 30 
and where such unloading has been completed within the 
free time so allowed, transit terminates on the expiry of the 
free time allowed for the removal of the animals or goods 
from railway premises without payment of wharfage; 

( b ) ‘demurrage’ and ‘wharfage’ have the meanings 35 
respectively assigned to them in clause (d) and clause (h) 

of section 46C. 

77A. ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the fore¬ 
going provisions of this Chapter, the responsibility of a railway

(i) improper loading or unloading by the consignor 
or the consignee or by an agent of the consignor or the 
consignee, or 

(ii) riot, civil comfnotion, strike, lock-out, stoppage 
or restraint of labour from whatever cause, whether 
partial or general; or 

(d) for any indirect or consequential damages or for 
loss of particular market. 
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(b) in the case of any parcel or package, the value of

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Railway Freight Structure Enquiry Committee (1956-57) had 
recommended that the responsibility of the railways in India as 
carriers of animals and goods, which is at present that of a bailee, 
should be changed to that of a common carrier. There is also a 
public demand for such a change. After a careful and detailed 
examination of the question, the Government have decided to accept 
the Committee’s recommendation. The Government have also 
decided: 


(a) that in respect of articles which are not removed from 
railway premises at destination within the free time allowed 
therefor, the railways should assume responsibility of a bailee 
for a period of 30 days thereafter; and 

(b) that parcels or packages containing articles of special 
value be carried at railway risk without payment of any addi¬ 
tional charge when the value of such articles in a parcel or a 
package does not exceed Rs. 500/- instead of Rs. 300/- as at 
present. 

Opportunity has been taken to amend the Indian Railways Act 
in certain other respects also, viz:— 

(a) The Bill seeks to make it clear that in the case of 
through booking of consignments over an Indian Railway and 
a Foreign Railway, the responsibility of the Indian Railway as 
a common carrier would extend only over that portion of the 
carriage which is over the Indian Railway; 

(b) Amendments have been proposed in the Bill in connec¬ 
tion with the adoption of the metric system of weights and 
measures by the railways; and 

(c) Other amendments included in the Bill are intended to 
rectify certain defects or ambiguities in the existing provisions 
of the Act which were revealed by experience in Its working.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Under new section 73 proposed to be inserted by clause 13 of the 
Bill, the basic responsibility of railways, which is at present that of 
a bailee, is proposed to be changed to that of a common carrier, i.e. 
the railways will be undertaking greater responsibilities and will be 
liable for loss of or injury to consignments in all cases arising when 
they are in the course of transit unless such loss or injury is caused 
by an act of God or other excepted perils specified in that section. 
It is also proposed: — 

(a) Under new section 77(1), proposed to be inserted by 
clause 13 of the Bill, that a railway administration shall be 
responsible as a bailee in respect of loss or injury to goods 
which are not removed from railway premises at destination 
within the free time allowed therefor, for a period of thirty 
days thereafter. 

(b) Under new section 77B,- proposed to be inserted by 
clause 13 of the Bill, that parcels or packages containing articles 
of special value be carried a + railway risk without payment of 
any additional charge when the value of such article in a parcel 
or package does not exceed Rs 500/- irUecd of Rs 300/- as at 
present. 

The provisions referred to above would involve expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fund of India. It is estimated that the additional 
expenditure which the railways may have to incur may amount 
approximately to rupees two crores per annum.
